‘Obvious Our Ultimate 
Defense Will Be Futile 
if Growing Shortage of 
Shipping Is Not Arrest- 
ed,’ President Says.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt asked Congress to- 
day for authority to purchase and 
put to use the 39 Danish ships re- 
cently seized in American harbors 
and other foreign-owned vessels 
now lying idle in United States 
ports. : 

The ‘message, which was read in 
the Senate, was another step in the 
administration’s program to assure 
the delivery of American ships and 
munitions to Great Britain, Greece, 
China and Yugoslavia. The Presi- 
dent recommended that the money 
to pay for the ships be taken from 
the seven billion dollar “lease-lend” 
appropriation. "4 

Germans Oppose Actio 


(The Foreign Office in Copen- 
hagen, which is under Gérman con- 
trol, declared today it had in- 
structed Henrik de Kauffman, 
Danish Minister in Washington, to 
advise the United States that Den- 
mark would neither sell nor lease 
Danish ships now in protective cus- 
tody in American ports.) 

In making his request for ad- 
ditional legislation, the President 
declared: 

“It is obvious that our ultimate 
defense will be rendered futile if 
the growing shortage of shipping 
facilities is not arrested. It is also 
obvious that inability to remove 
accumulating materials from our 
ports can only result in stoppage 
of production with attendant un- 
employment and suspension of de- 
fense contracts. It is therefore es- 
sential, both to our defense plans 
and to our domestic economy, that 
we shall not permit the continu- 
ance of the immobilization in our 
harbors of shipping facilities.” 


As to Use of U. S. Convoys. 


This statement could also be 
used as an argument for convoys, 
and when Stephen T. Early, the 
President’s secretary, was asked 
Whether the White House would 
comment on published reports that 
the use of American convoys was 
imminent he said that while he 
could not comment on specific re- 
ports it seemed to him that the 
answer was in today’s message. 
He paraphrased the sentence which 
ssid that our ultimate ‘ defense 
Would be rendered futile unless 
the growing shipping shortage was 
averted.

DETROIT, April 10 (AP).—The 
United Automobile Workers (CIO) 
accepted today a three-point pro- 
posal for settlement of the Ford 
Motor Co. strike which Gov. Mur- 
ray D. Van Wagoner laid before 
both sides in the controversy. 

The Governor, in the presence 
of union officers, read a letter of 
reply to him from R. J. Thomas, 
union president, which said the 
UAW-CIO accepted the proposal 
and would recommend its adoption 
at a meeting tonight of Ford Rouge 
plant workers. 

The letter said in part: 

“We have come to the conclusion 
that your proposal constitutes a 
constructive basis for termination 
of the strike and would create for 
maintenance of stable and equi- 
table labor ‘relations in the plant 
pending holding of the National 
Labor Relations Board’s election. 

“Our decision has been influ- 
enced also by the desire of the 
CIO, the UAW-CIO and the Ford 
workers to expedite our national 
defense program. 

“We accordingly accept your 
proposal and: will recommend its 
adoption to a meeting of Rouge 
workers tonight.” 

The letter was signed by Thomas, 
Allan 8. Haywood, CIO national 
organization director, and Michael 
F. Widman Jr., director of the 
UAW-Ford organizing committee. 

At the time the union reply was 

given the Governor said he had 
received no word from Ford offi- 
cials. 
Before the UAW letter was read, 
Thomas told the Governor that, 
“in addition” to the reply, the un- 
ion already had moved pickets 
from the Rouge gate for the naval 
training school.

An agreement to place the island 
within the scope of America’s plans 
for co-operative defense of the 
Western Hemisphere was signed 
yesterday by the President and by 
the Danish, Minister, Hendrik de 
Kauffman, who, Roosevelt said, 
acted on behalf of the Danish 
King.

AMERICAN-BUILT FIGHTER

Twin-Engined Douglas Plane Has

Magnificent German State Opera 
House, one of Adolf Hitler’s fa- 
vorite theaters, was destroyed and 
three palaces were damaged last 
night in a British air raid which 
the high command acknowledged 
to be the heaviest attack on Ber- 
lin since the war began.

LONDON, April 10 (AP).—The 
British War Office said today it 
was “without news of three senior 
officers” in Africa, and acknowl- 
edged that German claims to cap- 
ture of 2000 British prisoners in 
Libya “would not be impossible un- 
der the condition in which the en- 
counters have been taking place.” 
The Germans had claimed the cap- 
ture of six Generals. 

The British statement said the 
three missing officers were Lieut. 
Gen. Sir Richard Nugent O’Connor, 
K. C. B., one of the best tacticians 
in the British army; Lieut. Gen. 
Philip Neame, V. C., and Maj. Gen. 
M. D. Gambier-Parry. 

Gen. O’Connor was one of the 
right-hand men of Gen. Sir Archi- 
bald P. Wavell, commander-in- 
chief of the British forces in the 
Middle East. 

In a broadcast Feb. 9 Prime Min- 
‘ster Winston Churchill singled 
out O'Connor and Lieut. Gen. Sir 
Henry Maitland Wilson as the two 
men responsible for carrying out 
Wavell’s offensive which drove the 
Italian forces of Marshal Rodolfo 
Graziani out of Egypt and Eastern 
Libya. 

Gen. O’Connor, who commanded 
the Thirteenth Corps, was made a 
Knight Commander of the Bath 
for his part in the drive. Gen. 
Maitland Wilson was similarly 
decorated. 

Neame formerly was the Genera| 
officer commanding in Palestine. 
Gambier-Parry was head of a 
British military mission which 
made a trip to Greece soon after 
Italy’s attack on that country.

The first dress rehearsal of the 
season for the performing chim- 
panzees at the St. Louis Zoo yes- 
terday turned out to be rather an 


unruly affair. 
On most occasions the chimps 
are fairly obedient fellows. They 


jdo their tricks with dispatch, and 


they vary their set routine only by 
taking a few friendly swats at 
each other. 

But yesterday they were feeling 
their oats. And before the after- 
noon was over there was consider- 
able pinching, biting and howling 
—and at one point the gang be- 
came almost unmanageable. 

Director George P. Vierheller at- 
tributed it all to high animal spir- 
its and to the fact that the chimps 
were seeing photographers’ flash 
bulbs for the first time since last 
summer. 

The rehearsal began with band 
practice. Those who have never 
heard a chimpanzee band play, 
still have one of the great mu- 
sical experiences. of their lives 
awaiting them. The chimps have 
a piano, trombone, conga drum, 
xylophone and bells. What they 
produced was some of the purest 
cacophony on record. They played 
furiously and the noise delighted 
them. 

From the band rehearsal room 
they went to the small enclosure 
in the basement of the Snake 
House in which, all through the 
winter, they have taken their rid- 
ing lessons on. Shetland ponies. 


They have, by now, become adept 
bareback and tandem riders, but 
yesterday afternoon they were 
much too frisky. 

It seemed that Jimmy pinched 
Alice while he was carrying her 
on his back. Alice screamed and 
that led to general pandemonium. 
Jimmy climbed a water pipe and 
order wasn’t restored until a stout 
collar was tied around Jimmy. 

On the whole, the chimps have 
progressed a good deal since last 
summer, and when their new show 
goes on this summer in the zoo’s 
new theater, it should be the most 
,hilarious yet seen in Forest Park, 
There are 12. monkeys in_ the 
troupe, double last. year’s size. 
The young acquisitions don’t do 
many tricks, but they add much 
unconscious humor. 

After the chimp rehearsal, Vier- 
heller led the way to the old hos- 
pital where the lions are in train- 
ing. Here are three of the most 
magnificent lions the zoo has ever 
had. They are three of the quin- 
tuplets born at the zoo three years 
ago. Not yet full grown, they 
now weigh more than 500 pounds, 

Mike Kostial, their trainer, was 
just ordering them up on their 
pedestals. Someone asked him how 
much the lions ate: these days. 
“That differs,” he said. “One of 
them is very choosy. He eats "12 
pounds of meat. at a feeding and, 
that’s all. But this one here’’—he 
pointed to Butch with the. shaggy 
mane—“he thinks 15 pounds makes 
just a sandwich.”

Committee Rejects Com- 
promise and T hen 
Recommends Defeat of 


Original Measure. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the

JEFFERSON CITY, April 10.— 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, dominated by legislators 
from rural districts, last night 
killed a bill to give the city school 
districts a more proportional share 
of the State school funds, 

A subcommittee, which was ap- 
pointed last week to draft a new 
bill agreeable to both the urban 
and rural school officials, recom- 


{mended a compromise proposal, 


but the committee rejected it and 
then voted to return the original 
bill to the House with a recommen- 
dation that it not be passed, which 


.|means the bill is defeated. 
The change in the system of ap- | 


portioning the State school funds 
to give. the large school districts 
additional grants was sought by 
echool officials of St. Louis and 
Kansas City. Under the present 
system, the committee was told, 
St. Louis. receives only 12 cents 
in State aid for each $1 collected 
in local school taxes, while Ozark 
County, a rural county, receives 
$8.79 from the State for each $1 
collected in local school taxes. 

It bas been estimated that about 
$31,000,000 in State schools funds 
will be distributed to the 9000 
school districts in Missouri during 
the 1941-42 biennium, and under 
the present apportionment system 
St. Louis will get about $680,000 
a year. Under the bill killed by 
the committee, St. Louis would 
have received an additional $647,- 
000 a year. 

The sub-committee compromise 
provided that city schools would 
not have received additional] aid 
until the minimum payments guar- 
anteed to rural schools had been 
paid in full, and any surplus would 
be distributed to the larger dis- 
tricts in proportion to the amount 
of local taxes levied under the 1931 
school law. The minimum guar- 
antees have never been paid, but 
increased school funds this bien- 
nium are expected to permit full 
payment for the first time.

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FATAL AIRLINER 
GRASH HERE LAID 
TO PLOTS ERROR 


CAB Says Capt. Scott Dis- 
regarded Its Rules in 
Trying to Land Trans- 
port Jan. 23.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The 

Civil Aeronautics Board today 
ascribed to pilot error the accident 
to a TWA plane that resulted in 
two fatalities near Lambert Field, 
the St. Louis municipal airport, on 
last Jan. 23. 


The board in a formal report put 


the blame for the accident on the 
“action of the pilot in attempting 
to land under adverse weather con- 
ditions in disregard of the mini- 
mums prescribed by the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration and in 
maneuvering for a landing at 
dangerously low altitude.” 

The pilot, Capt. P. T. W. Scott, 
was killed in the crash in which 
@ passenger also lost his life. Sev- 
eral other’ passengers received in- 
juries. 

Two Recommendations. 

As a result of investigation into 
the St. Louis accident, the board 
made two recommendations. The 
first was that the Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration “encourage” the in- 
stallation at all airports used by 
transport planes of a device that 
would automatically record 
ehanges in the level of the cloud 
ceiling. This device is “a con- 
tinuous monitoring apparatus for 
ceiling light projectors.” 

“The purpose of the device,” the 
report stated, “is to give a con- 
tinuous observation of the height 
of clouds and through the proper 
setting of instruments a change 
in ceiling to some pre-determined 
lower value would automatically 
set off an alarm when such a de- 
vice is in operation. Scud clouds 
moving across the field would be 
detected in this manner.” 

Shortly after the accident and 
before the report was issued, it 
was stated, the second recommen- 
dation had been put into effect. 
This was that the base of the over- 
cast be measured from the lowest 
cloud rather than from the solid 
cloud mass. 

The board is now directing stu- 
dies, the report said, which are ex- 
pected to lead to permanent action 
with regard to the effectiveness of 
cloud measurements now in use. 

“In view of the fact that the 
pilot knew that the weather was 
showing a definite downward 
trend,” the report stated, “and that 
the last report received by ‘him 
indicated that the ceiling had 
reached the minimum of 400 feet 
prescribed by the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Administration and was vari- 
able. Capt. Scott should have ex- 
ercised the utmost caution during 
the final approach not to descend 
below that minimum in order to 
break out under the overcast. 

Pilot Should Have. Gone On, 

“Capt. Scott apparently did not 
exercise that degree’ of caution. 
First Officer Dioguardi estimated 
that at the time the airplane 
broke out of the overcast its alti- 
tude was approximately 300 feet 
above the ground. Capt. Scott, on 
discovering that the overcast ex- 
tended below the approved mini- 
mum altitude of 400 feet, had a 
clear duty to apply power and pro- 
ceed to his alternate airport in- 
stead of continuing with his land- 
ing approach.” * 

The board recommended that a 
clump of trees against which the 
plane struck as it fell should be 
removed or lighted, as they con- 
stitute a hazard. 

When Capt. Scott broke out of 
the overcast “too close to runway 
No. 1 to effect a normal landing 
from .that altitude,” according to 
the report, evidence indicated he 
was flying at an altitude of 200 
feet or less. At no time during 
the flight across the airport or be- 
yond, the report said, did he make 
use of the landing lights on the 


plane.

SAN FRANCISCO. 
UST a few days in an indus- 
J trial area like the Pacific Coast 
gives not enough time for a 
car-fully checked survey of even 
one segment of a thing of so much 
national importance as labor un- 
rest, ~ut it isn’t hard to. get a 
pretty good general impression— 
a sort of composite “smell”, in 
which any important unpleasant 
odor would surely be apparent. 
Speaking relatively only § and 
comparing the tenseness in the:

Yet there seems to be a sufficient 
understanding among all these 
jarring elements to create some- 
thing that looks to me, at first 
glance, at least, to be not merely 
industry-wide unionism but union- 
ism covering one whole integrat- 
ed industrial area. In view of the 
fact that the heart of the whole 
CIO vs. AFL row is craft vs. in- 
dustrial unionism, this is a har- 
binger of great hope. This writer 
has always insisted that there need 
be no irreconciliable difference 
here. On our west coast this opin- 
ion seems to be now confirmed. 

As the San Francisco Examiner 
remarked in an editorial, “If in- 
dustry and labor here can sit 
down and work out their problems 
on a long range basis, making 
whatever sacrifices of selfish in- 
terest that may be necessary in 
the recognition of a general obli- 
gation, why cannot this be done 
elsewhere, ‘in all industries, all 
over the country?” Why indeed? 
“Both houses of labor, the craft 
unionists of AFL and the indus- 
trial unionists of the CIO are in 
full agreement.”

When impos- 
sible weather conditions bogged 
us down in Epirus our position 
was strategically untenable. The 
air force failed to prevent Greek 
concentrations. The navy failed 
to land below Corfu. It was not 
a military operation. It was a 
political adventure. No officer in 
the Italian or any other army 
would have approved such a mili- 
tary offensive.” 

Despite this explanation, which 
is sound, Marshal Pietro Badoglio 
as chief of staff came out badly. 
Why did he not veto the opera- 
tion, offering his resignation if 
necessary? Actually Mussolini out- 
maneuvered him. 

After the fiasco Badoglio told 
the King that he meant to re- 
sign in protest. The King dis- 
suaded him and sent him to 
Mussolini. The dictator rose 
when Badoglio entered his of- 
fice and said, “your resignation 
has been accepted and is effec- 
tive immediately.”

At the very outset of his first administration, 
President Roosevelt said his policies would be tested 
in expertence and changed or abandoned if proved 
inadequate or unsuccessful. This means that the 
time has come for a decision as to whether the 
President did not err seriously in abolishing the 
Air Safety Beard and the independent Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority so as to subordinate control of 


commercial flying.in the Department of Commerce. 
‘The safety records of the commercial: air lines 


before the change was put thftough Congress and 


ince that time stand ‘in tragic contrast. In the 
15 °months before thé aliministrative change, there 
| owas not a single death on commercial flights. But 
inthe nine months since the reorganization, there 


have been six major crashes with a heavy loss of 
life. The most recent, that in thé Florida swamp, 
fortunately took no lives, but before that the crash 
in Georgia killed eight persons, another at Lambert- 
St. Louis field killed two, and so on, for a nine 
months’ toll of 52. 

It cannot be said, of course, that all these crashes 
and this shocking loss of life are due to an admin- 
istrative change in Washington. Yet the mere fact 
that the safety record was excellent before the 
change and is marred by one. crash after another 
since the change makes mandatory a review of the 
reorganization and the way in which passenger 
flights are now controlled. : , 

The Federal Government cannot assume respon- 
sibility for the control of flights and at the same 
time pass that responsibility off to the air-line com- 
panies when their planes crack up in bad flying 
conditions, 
in weather wholly unsuited to passenger flying. 
The Washington-to-Pittsburgh plane, which struck 
a mountain in Pennsylvania last September, killing 
25 persons, was caught in a terrific storm. Only 
marvelous piloting landed the Florida plane after 
it had hit weather which caused it to drop 2500 
feet and to.lose two ailerons. 

The Federal Government should forbid flights in 
anything but clearly safe weather and clearly re- 
liable radio conditions. If there is delay in as- 


sembling and transmitting weather reports, here, 


too, correction is a responsibility of the Federal 
Government since the Weather Bureau is a part of 
the Federal Government. 

In the early days of flying, the training of the 
pilots and the character of the planes were major 
factors in air disasters. That is not the case today. 
There are thousands of expert pilots and plane 
manufacture has progressed greatly in the direction 
of safety and certain operation. What we need now 
is such regulation of flights that marvelous planes 
and skillful pilots will not be canceled out by storms 
and obviously hazardous flying conditions. 

This is a job for the Government, for having as- 
sumed responsibility, it “cannot escape the conse- 
quences. Here is more work on the home front.

The actual figures, as given in a correspondent’s 


| dispatch from Jefferson City yesterday, show up 


the downright stubborness and greed of the school 
lobby in resisting all proposals to reduce the schools’ 
share of State revenues below the 33 1-3 per cent 
the Legislature is accustomed to vote. This large 
share of the public funds is a concession, not a re- 
quirement, since the Constitution provides only 
that the schools receive at least 25 per cent. 

Under the proposal to cut the schools’ share to 
30 per cent for this biennium, in view of the urgent 
relief needs, they would actually have received 
$110,852 more than they got last biennium. This 
proposal, a concession in name only, was defeated 
at the instance of the school lobby. 

The other proposal was to limit the schools to 
$31,000,000 for the biennium. Since one-third of 
the total revenue is estimated at $31,090,800, this 
would have meant giving up only $90,800, a mere 
pittance as compared with the ctotal budget. It 
would have given the schools $3,129,132 more than 
they are getting this biennium. But even this plan 
was defeated. j 

Surely no one can say that either, plan ‘would 
impair the State’s educational system, since both 
called for more funds. Yet at a time when the 
State. sorely needs funds for relieving human dis- 
tress, the school lobby holds out for the last nickel 
under-the traditional budget plan.

The witnesses, repre- 
senting the medical profession, the social service 
field and the general public, pointed out how sim- 
ilar measures in other states have prevented the 
spread of syphilis and reduced the infant mortality 
rate. They also warned against a too-drastic mari- 
tal health law, and cited unfortunate experiences 
in states which have included the difficult and still 
unsatisfactory gonorrhea tests in their requirements, 

A bill of the latter sort is also before the Mis- 
souri Legislature. Iowa, latest of the 26 states 
that have adopted pre-marital tests, considered such 
a measure carefully, and the editorial reprinted from 
the Des Moines Register today explains clearly why 
that State’s Legislature decided against it. 

Now that the Keet bill has been so well explained, 
‘together with the benefits it will bring to the pres- 
ent and future generations of Missourians, we hope 
the Legislature will act speedily toward its passage. 
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TAKEN AGAIN BY SURPRISE.

T’S spring “down yonder.” You need not 
look at the greening hills or the blooming 
jonquils and golden bells to know it. For 
at a casual glance at country youngsters, 
you may learn that without doubt winter is 
past history. : 

Do you remember the willow and alder 
whistles you used to make in the spring? 
You got a finger-sized branch from a bush 
of one of those plants and pushed, twisted 
and squeezed at the bark until it became 
loose and could be slipped off unbroken. 
Then you cut notches in the proper places, 
replaced the bark and had a dandy whistle. 

Perhaps there were more things to do 
with it that you have forgotten, but if you 
do not remember, you may just ask any 
country boy, especially in the hills, and he 
will make you a dozen neat whistles before 
you can say Jack Robinson. 

For in the rural sections, the boys already 
have recognized spring and have manufac- 
tured countless whistles. They make them 
for their little brothers and sisters, and the 
entire youthful population marches about 
holding ear-splitting concerts.

But do not mind that too much, for the 

whistle’s popularity does not usually last 
more than a few days, when Johnny Brown 
appears with an iron band from a wheel 
hub, and a wooden paddle, and causes a 
rush to blacksmith shops and hardware re- 
pair stores for more hoops.

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A Sound Marital Health Law 


From the Des Moines Register. 


ITH the passage of the pre-marita 

health bill, Iowa becomes the twenty. 
sixth state to have such a law on its books 
The law as it stands is modest—it applies 
only to syphilis. It has been criticised by 
a physician of the State University Ho 
pital and others because it did not include 
gonorrhea also. 

Dr. Lee D. Cady, writing in the Journal 
of the Missouri State Medical Society, 
summed up the experience of states 
pre-marital health laws. He found: 

1. When the laws are too inclusive—whe 
they demand examinations for epilepsy, 
congenital malformations, tuberculosis, i 
sanity and gonorrhea—the public evades 
them, 

2. A modest pre-marital examination lav 
dealing with syphilis only is workable. 

3. Pre-marital tests DO reduce the spread 
of venereal disease. 

The experience of Illinois is illuminating. 
Illinois at first required a pre-marital & 
amination for syphilis, gonorrhea and aly 
other venereal disease. After the first @, 
months’ experience, 75 per cent of the cases 
left the State for marriage. The first 
months’ experience showed a 55 per cet} 
evasion, which is pretty high. 

Michigan, with a similar law, has had 
similar experience. 

On the other hand, states which limit the 
examination to syphilis have a much be 
experience. In New Jersey, for exam 
there was only a 17.8 per cent evasion in tht 
first nine months. Rhode Island marriagt 
rates were only off 2.7 per cent the 
year, and 0.8 per cent the second year.

New York Herald Tribune Found- 
ed by Greeley; Cincinnati En- 
quirer Missed Only One Issue. 
NEW YORK, April 10 (AP).— 

The New York Herald Tribune to- 

day observed the centennial of its 

founding. 

The late Horace Greeley pub- 
lished Vol. 1, No. 1 of the old New 
York Tribune on April 10, 1841, as 
a “New Morning Jotrnal of Poli- 
tics, Literature and General Intel- 
ligence.” The paper carried on for 
83 years: before it absorbed the 
New York Herald in 1924. | 

In its first century, only three 
men—Greeley, Whitelaw Reid, his 
successor, and Ogden Mills Reid, 
Whitelaw Reid’s son—have con- 
trolled the newspaper’s destinies. 
Helen Rogers Reid, Ogden Reid’s 
wife, has been one of the newspa- 
per’s pillars since 1918. She is vice-

The Cincinnati Enquirer, which 
has been published for 100 years 
under one name, celebrated the an-

The Enquirer missed an edition 
only once.

Diversity cf Opinion. 

Although the application of sul- 
fanilamide crystals directly to the 
site of tooth extraction and jaw in- 
juries has great possibilities for 
reducing infection, said Dr. Paul 
O. Hageman of the School of 
Medicine, diversity of opinion calls 
for further “tritical. and con- 
trolled” study.. He was able to 
find. only one such investigation 
from which the researcher had in- 
ferred. that the crystals acted like 
a foreign body in the wound and 
the ordinary internal use was pref- 
erable. ‘ 

Application to dentistry of a new 
plastic—topic of many papers in 
the Chemical Society meetings 
downtown—was described by the 
other forenoon speaker, Prof. Stan- 
ley D. Tylman of University of 
Illinois College of Dentistry. Dr. 
Tylman also gave a clinic demon- 
stration of the plastic, which was 
introduced last year for- dental 
plates, | 

Problem of Draft. 

The “critical problem” of draft- 
ing dentists into military service in 
the existing inadequacy of dental 
personnel to care for the civil pop- 
ulation, complicated by the annual 
decline of dental school output, was 
discussed by Brig. Gen. Leigh C. 
Fairmank, commander of the Den- 
tal Corps. Speaking in a general 
session preceding the formal con- 
vocation, where he was‘made an 
honorary doctor of science by 
Washington University, he pointed 
to “an early break or dislocation of 
dental health facilities unless an 
intelligent solution to the rapidly 
approaching problem is found.” 

Only about 22 per cent of the 
national population receive dental 
care, he pointed out, while 90 per 
cent are affected by dental dis- 
ease, “most prevalent and univer- 
sal of all diseases.” It is obvious, 
he added, that “the national de- 
fense program should make wise 
provisions” for national health 
“consistent with the military train- 
ing objectives” 

Discusses Health Service. 

Common problems of providing 
health service for the whole popu- 
lation were discussed by Dr. Hen- 
ry E. Sigerist, head of Johns Hop- 
kins Institute of History of Medi- 
cine, in the principal convocation 
address. The same great rise of 
science which has swept. dentistry 
and medicine ahead in the last 100 
years has made four-fifths of the 
population dependent on “the job,” 
he said, but at the same time it 
has made the United States, of all 
the countries of the world, best 
prepared to give all its people care, 

In addition to Brig. Gen. Fair- 
bank, honorary degrees of Doctor 
of Science were conferred on Dr. 
Philip Jay of the University of 
Michigan, discoverer jn the bacte- 
riology of tooth decay; Dr. Paul C, 
Kitchen, Ohio State University, 
leader in the use of polarized 
light for dental tissue study; Dr. 
Hermann Prinz, University of Penn- 
sylvania professor emeritus, major 
contributor to dental science since 
1896; Prof. Alfred P. Rogers of 
Harvard, originator of orthodontic 
methods; Dr. Raymond C. Willett, 
Peoria orthodontist, pioneer in 
children’s dentistry, now a depart- 
ment of many dental schools, and 
Prof. Isaac Schour, University of 
Illinois histologist, exponent of re- 
search as a fundamental for den- 
tal practice.

~ PRICE SPIRAL

WASHINGTON, April 10. 

N the more influential admin- 
istration circles, the current 
wave of strikes is not regarded 
as the real labor threat to the 
defense program. By the best es- 
timate obtainable here, they have 
cut total output only one and a 
half per cent to date.’ Many of 
thenf are in plants where bitter 
opposition to collective bargain- 
ing has been an established man- 
agement policy. Virtually all of 
them, it is thought, can be 
straightened out with ease when 
the President makes up his mind 
to be tough with both sides. 

But there is very deep concern 
indeed over the probability of a 
far worse production slow-up from 
strikes in the future, unless the 
President also makes up his mind 
to be tough about prices. Rising 
prices and full employment, when 
occurring simultaneously, make a 
situation in which widespread 
strikes are inevitable. And it is 
feared that the country may be 
running full tilt into precisely such 
a situation. 

The employment slack has been 
largely taken up. The production 
curve is now rising more steeply 
than ever before in the country’s 
history. Deliveries in quantity are 
just beginning, and as the goods 
pour off the production lines, the 
economy receives vast, strongly 
stimulative injections of cash. Last 
month, for example, the Treasury’s 
net cash outlay for defense alone 
was just under $750,000,000 and 
before long the outlay will be well 
above a billion dollars monthly. 
Consequently, the President’s wis- 
er advisers are haunted by the 
memory of the unfortunate. price 
boom caused by the comparatively 
trivial soldiers’ bonus payment. 


President’s Views. 


HUS far, to be sure, prices have 
T behaved extremely well. Max- 

imum pfices have been set 
for four basic commodities, such 
as scrap iron, by presidential fiat. 
For the rest, Defense Commission- 
er Leon Henderson has uséd a sort 
of honor system, bludgeoning or 
persuading industries.showing dan- 
ger signals to hold their prices vol- 
untarily in line. Yet no makeshift 
scheme of price control is likely 
to stand up for long under the tre- 
mendous pressure of deficit spend- 
ing which will come when the de- 
fense machinery begins to turn 
over at top speed. 

Among the men around the 
President, the only voice raised in 
favor of prompt, : rigid, all-over 
price gontrol is that of Bernard 
M. Baruch. Baruch, whose judg- 
ment deserves particular respect in 
view of his experience in the last 
war, has been invited by the Presi- 
dent to come to Washington once 
a week to advise with him and the 
other men in charge of the defense 
program. He has already visited 
the city on numerous occasions, 
each time warning grimly of trou- 
ble ahead. He was here again last 
week, more alarmed than ever, and 
no doubt did his best to make 
the President see the price danger 
at his luncheon at the White 
House. But thus far, Baruch’s| 
warnings have failed to produce 
tangible results. Z 

The.trouble is not that the Presi- 
dent is unaware of the problem. 
He showed his concern over prices 
at the vtry first Cabinet meeting 
after the outbreak of war, at which 
he discussed an extrem daring 
system of price control at some 
length. At that time, indeed, he 
frightened his more timid hench- 
men into fits. Since then, more- 
over, he has constantly reiterated 
his determination not to permit a 
price inflation. Nevertheless, there 
is a difference between. abstract 
determination .and positive action. 
Positive action is difficult. The 


President recently consulted, ad- 
vised him he could not get legis- 
lative authority for the almost uni- 
versal price and wage freezing ad- 
vocated by Baruch. And as the 
price danger is latent rather than 
immediate, a decision has been de- 
ferred. 
Taxes, Wages, _ Prices. 

HAT needs to be done is fairly 
Worvious The danger is from 

rising prices, forcing raising 
wages, in turn forcing rising 
prices, and soon until the infla- 
tionary spiral becomes vicious, To 
meet the danger, the lift must be 
taken out of the economy, by co- 
ordinated policy on taxes, wages 
and Prices must be held 
down. The labor leaders must be 
made to see that if prices are to 
be kept within reason, wages must 
also be maintained at a reasonable 
level. And a good, hard-headed tax 
pill must be drawn as a sort of 
regulator of the economy. If these 
three requirements are met, there 


is no one in Washington who will | 


than ours, have succeeded in main- 
taining the appearance of the nor- 
mal economic process under com- 
pletely abnormal conditions. 
Unfortunately, although the 
Treasury seems-to be working hard 
on a properly directed tax-bill, and 
although everyone agrees in prin- 
ciple on the relation of the labor 
and price problems, no cd-ordinat- 
ed tax-wage-price policy now seems 
likely to emerge. Like most other 
war problems, this one is being let 
go until it bursts, like an untended 
boil. The bursting point will prob- 
ably. be’ reached fairly soon for in 
the pivotal steel industry the mar- 
ginal producers are already. ar- 
guing. for higher steel prices to 
meet higher steel wages. And 
again like a boil, a problem that 
has’ simply been let go until it 
bursts is always harder to treat 
in the end. ;

Probably three-quarters of the 
heart cripples under 40 years‘are 
that way because they are victims 
of acute rheumatism. - 

The disease is insidious in its 
progress. A child may be stricken 
with fever and pain in the joints. 
Treatment of the -. immediate 
symptoms is simple and satisfac- 
tory. The use of some form of the 
salicylates usually relieves the 
acute condition within a week. To 
all apparent purposes and even 
on careful examination, the child 
seems to be perfectly ‘well; pain, 
swelling and redness are gone 
from the joints and no ‘signs are 
in the heart, but in the majority 
of cases, 
done and as the years go by, it 
becomes evident that there was 
some residual trouble left in the 
heart, which finally causes crip- 
pling disability. 

If all patients with acute rheu- 
matic fever were made to rest for 
a long period, much of this heart 
trouble could be prevented. Such 
a period of rest is easy to arrange 
for in a household where there is 
somebody who can take care of 
the child, keep it in bed and amuse 
it and where nourishing food is 
plentiful. Ideally, a child with one 
attack of acute rheumatic fever 
should be removed to a warm 
climate for an indefinite period in 
order to prevent recurrent attacks.

ALL THIS * that the un- 
derprivileged child has to take his 
chances and that is why rheumatic 
fever is a community health prob- 
lem. 

It now is increasingly apparent 
that rheumatic fever is widespread 
among undernourished children, 
crowded together in unhealthful 
environment, and that provision 
for their care under these circum- 
stances is altogether inadequate. 

I have before me the report of 
a sanitarum near Boston, which 
has been made available for the 
care of children with rheumatic 
fever. The sanitarium has had 
several years’ experience and its 
conclusions are worth noting. The 
children are kept outdoors, ex- 
posed to plenty of air and aun- 
shine and even in the unfavorable 
environment of Boston they re- 
spond well. Most of them have 
had one attack of rheumatic fever 
and the idea is to give them con- 
tinuous rest so as to cut down the 
chances of heart damage and to 
harden them by open air and sun- 
shine so as to prevent a recur- 
rence of infections, especially the 
recurrence of an attack of rheu- 
matism. 

England, before the war, took 
the lead in accepting community 
responsibility for the care of 
rheumatic fever. . In London, it 
was recognized some years ago 
that the problem was too urgent 
and too extensive to be dealt with 
entirely by. private or charitable 
organizations, The Ministry of 
Health, therefore, took active steps 


in the matter, the result being the ° 


provision of over 1000 beds for 
children in the London area.

Benton had not complained over- 
much when Indianians found fault 
with his art as expressed in his 
Indiana murals. That was some- 
thing an artist had to expect from 
he jealousy of other artists. and 
he incapacity of the common herd. 
But those spittoons! They were 
too much. He was not one to 
overlook a thing like that. 

Back in what he called the wilds 
of Missouri, where he pictured 
himself liying among coyotes, jack 
rabbits, bankers and art lovers, he 
wrote a “Letter to Indiana.” It 
was not a love letter, though he 
did take occasion to thank the tax- 
payers for hiring him to paint the 
murals and all who had had any- 
thing to do with preserving them 
and having them installed at the 
university. He.also, in all sincer- 
ity, thanked President Wells of the 
university for accepting the murals 


they have created, 

“From Frank Lioyd Wright 
down, or up if you will, the mod- 
ern architect feels impelled to go 
antique hunting. If it isn’t a piece 
of Greco-Roman junk, it’s a Chi- 
noiserie or piece of Mayan refuse 
they must find to slough over their 
creations. I feel very happy that 
our Indiana auditorium architects 
had at least the wit to go antiquing 
in Indiana. Gilded spittoons of 
Indiana’s tobacco-chewing era are 
more appropriate to my murals, 
even When they hide them, than 
Greco-Roman statues or Mayan re- 
liefs.” 

University officials, putting two 
and ‘two together, arrived at the 
conclusion that what Benton meant 
by gilded spittoons were the urns, 
which had been placed on the 
stairs to supply indirect lighting 
for the murals. They had been 
fairly efficient in that respect, 
certainly improving the illumina- 
tion for those who got around on 
the near side of them, and there 
was nothing to keep people from 
getting -on the near side. It was 
admitted, though, that ‘their in- 
stallation had been experimental 
and that they were not regarded 
as a complete success. For that 
reason, and out of respect for 
Benton’s objections, they would 
probably be removed.

Benton was chosen tq paint the 
murals. His employment for the 
painting chore did not please the 
artists of Indiana, who felt that 
they were equal to the job and 
that there was no need of going 
to Missouri to hire a man to paint 
murals or even to paint houses. 

There have not been wanting 
those who loved the murals for 
art's sake and love them still. 
Richard Lieber, director of Indi- 
ana’s Commission for the Century 
of Progress Exposition, who was 
responsible for the selection of 
Benton to do the murals, never 
has wavered through all the criti- 
cism and complaint in his loyalty 
to the man and his work.

‘ LL through the first year of 
the Chicago EXxposition the 
controversy raged. Indianians 
went to the fair and looked at the 
murals. Some called them wonder- 
ful, Others felt that Benton had 
not done right by their ancestors. 
Their ‘ impression, gained partly 
from the old family’ albums, was 
that the pioneers were human like 
themselves and presented the same 
general appearance. Benton’s early 
settlers were long-legged and long- 
faced and had bigger feet than 
were necessary for the purposes of 

locomotion or art. 

One of the murals that was par- 
ticularly disliked was called “Home 
Industry.” It depicted a man at 
the plow and at his, side, serving 
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them. People from other states 
who visited Indianapolis wanted to 
see them. They thought it strange 
when they were told that the paint- 
ings were stored in a cattle barn. 
They let it be understood that they 
didn’t think that was any way to 
treat art. This attitude on the 
part of visitors would not have 
been sufficient in itself to bring 
the murals out of hiding but when 
the university's auditorium was be- 
ing built, it occurred to President 
Wells. that provision might be 
made in it for giving the orphan 
murals a permanent home. 

The only mistake that the archi- 
tects made, from tle viewpoint of 
Benton, was that they placed those 
great gilded spittoons where they 
did, cutting off part of the view. 
Others, as has been told, felt that 
the architects might have made a 
more lavish use of impedimenta. 
It is likely to go on and on be- 
tween those who adore art and 
those who have what they consider. 
a proper respect for their ances- 
tors, with particular reference to 
the size of their feet.

Without appreciable hesitation 
the West player (Richard L. Frey, 
a national master) opened the jack 
of clubs! Obviously, after that, 
the declarer was held to his one 
club trick and dummy’s five dia- 
monds. -Result, down two, giving 
this particular East-West team an 
excellent score on the board. 


West's lead, although certainly 
unorthodox, was shrewdly chosen. 
Of course, to a large extent it was 
based on the process of elimina- 
tion. The diamond suit was “out,” 
because of North’s bid, and West's 
only four card suit, héarts, offered 
no future in view of South’s re- 
peated no trump bidding. There- 
fore the choice was narrowed be- 
tween spades and clubs. Super- 
ficially speaking, West would have 
had just as good a chance of “hit- 
ting” a spade suit in partner’s 
hand and this possibility would call 


for the lead of the spade queen. | 


But there was this important fact 
to be considered: East had not even 
been able to hold open the one 
heart bid. With any sort of spade 
suit, East probably would -have 
stretched a point to make a non- 
committal, one-over-one spade re- 
sponse, but this stretch would be 
entirely too great if East’s only 
length were in clubs, requiring a 
two-over-one response. Thus, there 
was a distinctly better chance that 
East had a club suit, of sorts, than 
that he could be found with length 
in spades. High cards in either 
suit were not to be hoped for. 


Admittedly, there was not much 
“edge”: in favor of.the club lead, 
but for that very reason West de- 
served all the more credit for his 
choice.
